This gentleman was born in Wilkes 
county, Georgia, in 1830, and is now twen- 
ty-nines year old. Ile has a florid com- 
plexion, light hair, blue eyes, and is five 
feet nine inches high. 

The subject of this sketch had fine aca- 
demical advantages. He was left an or- 
phan, both parents having died before he 
reached two years of age. He was kindly 
cared for and reared by his grand parents 
on the parental side, and so Jong as they 
lived, he was kept constantly at school. 
After the death of his grand parents, for 
want of means he was unable to continue 
the prosecution of his education in the 
usual way.

Mr. Hinton connected himself with the 
Baptist Church, and was orduine] a minis- 
ter in that denomination in 1865.

lier meeting with the Prince Imperial 
on Friday morning was most sad and 
touching. The Prince threw himself weep- 
ing into his mother’s arms, sobbing, “ O. 
mon pauore papal” The Empress behaved 
with extreme dignity and tenderness. No 
newspaper in Hastings yesterday alluded 
to the arrival of the Empress; the 
secret being kept by common consent. 
In the course of the day a messen- 
ger with letters from them both for 
the Emperor, indorsed by the Prussian 
Embassy in London, left Dover for Ostend 
on his way to Wilhelmshoe. The Em- 

ress sent for all the newspapers of the day 
immediately after her arrival, and watches 
the course of events with the most lively 
attention. Last evening her Majesty was 
indisposed, and a physician was sent for. 
By an extraordinary coincidence Dr. Black- 
stone was called in, who, twenty-two years 
ago,in the same town, attended Louis 
Phillippe, then newly arrived in England 
as an exile from France. This morning 
her Majesty made her first appearance in 
public at Hastings. She attended mass in 
the morning at the Catholic chapel with M. 
de Lesseps, Madame Thierry, and the 
Prince Imperial. A great crowd assembled 
about the chapel. As she passed through 


the ranks of the people all took off their 


hats with a general impulse of respectful 
sympathy, which the Empress acknowl- 
edged by gravely bowing, and the Prince 
by taking offhis cap.
